Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to Claim 10, applicant's proposal to amend the claim to 
include the limitation "wherein the weaving of the laser beam is in a sinusoidal direction," would overcome the rejection.
